eport  for  1944 : 


1.  HEALTH  DURING  THE  YEAR.  The  year  v;as  a very  healthy  one,  and  apart  from 
a r.ild  type  of  Influenza  in  the  early  months  a nd  some  Whooping  Cough,  the 
numbers" of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  must  be  regarded  as  satisfactory, 
notified  ’,aro  as  follows:

2.  PREVENTIVE

deeply  indebted  for  his  valuable  help,  take  over  full  responsibility 
both  for  Institutional  and  Out-Patient  treatment,  in  addition  to  placi

their  diagnostic  facilities  at  the  disposal  of  all  cases  recommended 

to  them. 

Venereal  Disease  cones  under  the  County  Council,  and  is  catered 
for  by  certain  medical  practitioners  appointed  by  the  County  Council  at 
their  expense,  and  free  to  the  patient.  There  are  no  such  Clinics  at 
Neyland  and  I cannot  say  what,  if  any  stops,  are  taken  with  regard  to 
tracing  defaulters  or  contacts. 

Premature  h Illegitimate  Infants;  These  can  be  sent  to  the 
Public  Assistance  Institution  at  Haverfordwest,  if  required,  but  arc 
not  to  be  regarded  as  your  liability. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation:  This  has  boon  carried  out  as  usual, 
except  that,  acting  on  the  suggestion  of  Dr . Bowen- J ones  (Volsn^  Board 
of  Health)  we  have  two  general  round  ups  of  Children  per  year  instead 
of  an  annual  one.  Whether  more  children  are  being  protected  in  this 
way  is  not  very  evident,  but  it  does  get  some  immunised  at  a slightly 
earlier  age.  The  returns  of  child  population,  as  supplied  by  the 
Ililford  Haven  c;  District  Food  Office,  are  not  very  accurate.  As ^ 
previously  explained,  I fear  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  records  for 
Hilford  Haven  end  Neyland  are  not  kept  separately,  but  I should  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Officials  of 
the  Food  Office  for  the  promptitude  with  which  they  now  produce  the 
figures  and  the  trouble  they  take  in  their  preparation. 

A very  high  percentage  of  the  children  are,  I believe,  now  immunised* 
Host  of  the  work  now  consists  of  doing  the  1 year  olds  when  they  reach 
that  age.  I do  not  feci  justified  in  quoting  exact  figures  for  the 

number  of  children  who  have  been  immunised,  as  pwong  to  thc^ variations 
in  the  child  population  figures  they  nay  prove  misleading,  but  I feel 
confident  that  Neyland  compares  favourably  with  many  other  areas. 

I may  say  that  at  plst  December  1944,  the  estimated  number  ol  children 
believed  to  have  taken  a full  course  of  inoculation  since  the  scheme 
commenced  was  510*  This  figure  probably  does  not  include  some 
children  who  were  attending  schools  in  neighbouring  Towns  at  the* 
common cement  of  the  drive. 

Of  the*  p.  cases  of  Diphtheria,  1.  was  a child  who  had  been  immunised 
and  the  other  two  wore  adults  aged  pp  ai id  77  years  who  had  not. 

p.  WATER:  The  supply  of  Water,  which  is  obtained  from  Hilford  Haven  is 
I believe-  now  adequate  in  quantity  for  the  immediate  needs  of  the  Town, 
though  I do  not  think  the  storage  capacity  of  your  Reservoir  to  be 
sufficient  to  maintain  a supply  in  the  event  of  a breakdown  in  the 
system.

Infectious  eases  aro  removed  to  the  County  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Begclly  House,  by  Ambulance.  This  is  a War-time  measure  and  I believe 
the  return  of  this  Hospital  to  Pembroke  Dock  is  anticipated  soon,  and  ' 
ultimately  a new  Isolation  Hospital,  or  block  at  Haverfordwest,  is 
visualised. 

In  *ic  meantime  Begolly  has  been  able  to  admit  all  cases  referred  from 
your  area  and  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  the 
high  opinion  I have  formed  of  the  ilatron  A Staff  of  that  Institution 
under  the  capable  direction  of  Dr.  Dorothy  Hoes.  During  the  year  a 
member  of  my  family  was  an  innate,  hence  I came  into  closer  touch  with 
its  Staff,  and  I emphasise  that  no  praise  is  too  high  for  their  work. 

The  individual  care  which  the  Ilatron  gives  to  ea  cli  case  is  only 
surpassed  by  the  human  feeling  and  homeliness  which  she  bestows  on  every 
case  entrusted  to  her  care#  She  is  often  short-staffed  yet  contrives 
to  not  only  supervise  the  nursing  but  look  after  the  house-keeping  as 
well,  and  no  praise  could  be  greater  than  to  state  that  few  of  the 
children  are  anxious  to  be  discharged.  Praise  is  also  due  to  Dr. 
liiddleton  who  is  ultimately  responsible  for  the  direction  and  Staffing 
of  the  Hospital  and  for  the  care  he  must  have  taken  in  selecting  the 
Nursing  Staff. 

SANITARY  INSPECTORS  WORK,  During  the  year  Hr. James  has  inspected  the 
-''Schools,  Factories,-  Workplaces  etc.  and  made  the  creditable  number  of 
117  Inspections  for  Nuisances.  . He  has  had  occasion  to  condemn  some 
Food,  but  on  the  whole  he  reports  these  natters  to  be  in  a satisfactory 
state.  I do  not  propose  to  weary  you  with  more  figures  and  details  as 
you  have  already  studied  his  Report,  but  if  any  point  is  in  doubt  I 
shall  be  pleased  to  submit  more  details. 

EXTRACTS  FROI.I  VITAL  STATISTICS.  It  is  now  in  order  to  reveal  figures  on 
this  subject.  The  Registrar-General’s  estimated  population  for 
Hid  1944  for  Neyland  is  2.020. 


DIRTII  RATE.  41.  Births  wore  registered : 20  Hales  and  21  Females,  of  wliich 

lb  Hales  and  20  Females  were  legitimate.  This  gives  a Birth  Rate 
of  20.29  per  1.000  of  the  population  which  compares  very  favourably 
with  the  average  for  England  A Wales  of  1.7.  v 

DEATH  RATE.  28  Deaths  were  registered:  18  Halos  and  10  Females,  which 
gives  a rate  of  15.86,  which  is  slightly  higher  than  the  average 
figure  of  11.6  for  England  A Wales.  This  does  not  give  cause  for 
alarm  a s there  were  13  more  Births  than  Deaths  during  the  year  giving 
a rea  sonably  good  natural  increase  in  the  population.

Tuberculosis:  1 Hale.  Diabetes:  1 Female. 

Cancer:  5 Halos:  1 Female.  Cancer  of  Broafct:  1 Female. 

Intracranial  Vascular  Lesions:  1 Hale. 

Heart  Diseases:  8 Hales:  4 Females.  Bronchitis:  1 Hale. 

Pneumonia:  1 Hale,  Other  Diseases  (Respitory) s 1 Halo. 

Other  Diseases  of  Circulatory  system:  1 Female. 

Nephritis:  1 Hale.  Other  Digestive  Diseases:  1 Halo:  1 Female. 

All  Other  (unclassified  Causes)  1 Female. 

DEATHS  OF  CHILDREN  UNDER  1.  YEAR.  Two  legitimate  Halo  Children  under 
1.  Year  died,  which  gives  'the  -proportion  of  49.41  per  1.000  live 
births.  This  figure  is  high  but  as  I have  pointed  out  in  the  past, 
dealing  with  such  a small  number  of  Births,  two  deaths  is  a misleading 
representation  of  the  actual  facts. 

In  conclusion,  may  I add  that  though  the  Birth  Rate  is  high  and 
compares  very  unfavourably  with  the  average  for  England  A Wales,  and 
is  also  in  excess  of  the  Death  Rate,  I see  no  grounds  for  undue 
optimism  regarding  our  future,  because  as  already  stated  statistics 
are  apt  to  misrepresent  fact  when  applied  to  small  popuiatoons  and 
the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  appears  low  to  no. 

Hy  grounds  for  this  statement  are  that  there  are  in  Rowland  some  386 
Houses:  assuming  an  average  of  4 persons  per  house,  (which  was  a common 
basis  of  calculation  in  the  past)  this  would  give  a population  of
